1. (Currently Amended) A sock kavffl gcomprising a body, the sock further 
comprising first and second openings positioned through the body of the sock, the openings 
being sized sufficiently to allow a second sock to be threaded through the openings and 
retained to the sock thereby. 

2. (Original) The sock of claim 1 where the openings are spaced apart parallel 

slits. 

3. (Previously Presented) The sock of claim 1 comprising material behind the 
openings such that a wearer's leg is not viewable through the openings while the sock is 
being worn.

16. (New) The sock of claim 1, wherein the body includes a leg portion, and 
further wherein the openings extend through the leg portion of the body of the sock. 

17. (New) The sock of claim 2, wherein the body includes a leg portion, and 
further wherein the slits extend through the leg portion of the body of the sock. 

18. (New) The sock of claim 1, wherein the openings include finished slits 
that are adapted not to unravel. 

19. (New) The sock of claim 18, wherein each slit includes a perimeter that is 
at least one of serged, seemed, bound, and sealed. 

20. (New) The sock of claim 18, wherein the body includes a leg portion, and 
further wherein the slits extend through the leg portion of the body of the sock. 

21. (New) The sock of claim 1, wherein the body is formed from fabric and 
the openings are formed in the fabric. 

22. (New) The sock of claim 1, wherein the sock body defines an internal 
surface and an external surface, and further wherein the sock further includes a swatch 
attached to the internal surface of the body. 

23. (New) The sock of claim 22, wherein the swatch is a fabric swatch. 

24. (New) The sock of claim 22, wherein the swatch is sewn to the body. 

25. (New) The sock of claim 22, wherein the swatch is knit to the body. 
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26. (New) The sock of claim 22, wherein the swatch includes a perimeter, and 
further wherein the swatch is attached to the body of the sock along a portion of the 
perimeter of the swatch. 

27. (New) The sock of claim 22, wherein the swatch defines, with the body of 
the sock, a channel through which the second sock may be inserted. 

28. (New) The sock of claim 22, wherein the swatch includes a perimeter, and 
further wherein the swatch is attached to the body of the sock along the entire perimeter 
of the swatch. 

29. (New) The sock of claim 16, wherein the sock body defines an internal 
surface and an external surface, and further wherein the sock further includes a swatch 
attached to the internal surface of the body. 

30. (New) The sock of claim 29, wherein the swatch is sewn to the body. 

31. (New) The sock of claim 29, wherein the swatch is knit to the body. 
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
